Government, Industry 
To Plan The Future 



Higher education in Canada 
may move another step nearer to 
solving its problems this year. 
One of the main reasons for the 
improvement is that help is coming 
from both government and non- 
government sources. 

Prime Minister St. Laurent said 
that between vight and sixteen 
million will be given to the uni- 
versities. The main change in this 
proposal from previous ones is 
that this time Mr. St. Laurent 
feels that the proposal wi)l. not 
have to be considered acce //tic 
to Quebec before it is pre //led 
«s a concrete plan. This a'Jjiint 
would be tripple the amount the 
government gave the universities 
last year. 

, Dr. James said yesterday that 
he was very happy to learn that 
an arrangement, might be made 
whereby McGill could accept 
grants from Ottawa without in- 
curring the displeasure of Quebec. 

But independently of the govern- 
' ment, leaders in education, in- 
dustry and labor have decided to 
try to solve the problems of ra- 
pidly increasing enrolments, costs 

- and demands for specialized educa- 
tion now facing the universities. 

Biggest step forward so far was 
the St. Andrews conference in 
September on Canada's shortage 
of engineering, scientific and tech- 
nical manpower. Supported by 
a.V. Roe Canada, Ltd., the aircraft
